in affairs of property. In 1812 
the General Assembly, by a ma- 
Jority of 241 to 110 passed 
Claim of Right, declaring to 
Parliament and the Crown that 
the Church, unless relief were 
granted, must separate from the 
State. ‘Accordingly in the As- 
sembly of 1848 the ex-Moderator 
handed a protest to the Queen's 
Commissioner and 474 Minister: 
out of a total of 1203, quitted 
the Assembly and founded the 
Free Chureh of Scotland. 

This action stirred Scotland 
as nothing had done since the 
Reformation. Nearly half of the 
Ministry of the Church had 
given up their stipends, their 
churches and their homes—for 
the manse is usually attached te 
the church in Seotland—and 
went forth to poverty and iree- 
dom. “To the moral attitude 
the Free Church," said Mr.

ARE MISSIONS DECLINING? 
Jn 
Mz. Wilbur Burton, once of 
the Nationalist. News Agency’ 
has written a challenging article 
for “Current Histors” on the 
subject “A Critical View of 
Christian Missionary Results in 
China.” The statement of the 
case is too cursory to be import: 
ant. but Mr. Burton's niajor 
thesis that Christianity is r 
under the present 
should stimulate the missionary 
ers to an analysis of their 
fon and to a study of the 
act causes for their failure. 
‘as Mr. Burton suys, there hea 
lure. It is not at all 
impossible that what the oppon 
ents of the missionaries regari 
as a failure may be an ordeal 
through which only the sincere 
ve, It ma: 
even be true that those Chinese 
Christians who have fallen by 
the wayside during the past four 
years were of the “rice Chris- 
tian™ variety—the sort of men 
who turned Communist for a 
season and then abandoned thos 
doctrine when it became danget- 
Tt is very 
doubtful whether a faith like 
Christianity can be measured by 
mere numbers. A single true 
believer, an individual faithful 
follower, is surely worth mor 
than a brigode baptized with 
rubber hose. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Burton's challenge docs requ 
an analytical reply, Has miz~ 
sionary work in China failed 
since the missionaries have been 
described as “running doxs of 
imperialism,” as Mr, Burton 
says. of is'it not equally: true 
that’ many Chinese Christians 
turned from their missionary’ 
leaders because of the generat 
spiritual uncertainty whieh is a 
comjtant of all revolutions? 
‘The character of missionary 
work in China is undergoing a 
constant change. For a time, an 
creasingly greater emphasis 
was placed upon health, educa- 
tion and social service. Mission- 
ary efforts almost took on a non- 
religious aspect, the hospitals 
schools, institutes of various 
kinds ‘occupying many of the 
best missionary minds until the
